ian-British agreement for cooper- 
ation in the Mediterranean was 
signed at noon today after months 
of negotiation. 


Count Galeazzo Ciano, foreign 


minister, and Sir Eric Drum- 
mond, British ambassador, signed 
the treaty. Premier Benito Musso- 
lini was stiJl absent, resting in his 
favorite retreat at Rocca Delia 
Caminate. 


It was expected that the agree- 


ment, officially called "exchange 
of assurances," would be publish- 
ed simultaneously in Rome and 
London Monday or Tuesday. 


Diplomats

bearing later on the general Eur- 
opean situation and particularly on 
Italy's relations with Nazi Ger- 
many.

There 
is, in fact, no change in the situa- 
tion at all. The issue of academic 
freedom from political 
interfer- 


ence is a principle raised to hide 
the personal conflict between two 
men of opposing views and ca- 
reers. 


"Boy President" 


Eleven years ago Glenn Frank, 


then 37 years of age, was called 
away from the editorship of the 
Century magazine to become the 
"boy president" of the University 
of Wisconsin. 
In the same year 


Philip Fox La Follette, then 28 
years old, ran for his first public 
office, as district attorney of Dane 
county. He was elected. 


From that day to this, the paths 


of the two men, Glenn Frank and 
Phil La Follette, have been inex- 
tricably connected. For 
a 
few 


years, they were friends, intimate 
friends, preaching the same pol- 
itical philosophy. 


In 1930, when Phil La Follette. 


then 34, was elected to his first 
term as governor of 
Wisconsin. 


Dr. Glenn Frank was his closest i 
friend. The two were hailed as the 
leaders 
of 
mid-western 
liberal 


thought. They were 
two young 


men who were destined, everyone 
said, to travel a long way toge- 
ther. 


But fcheir paths 
soon parted. 


Governor La Follette, in his ex- 
ecutive 
capacity, demanded that 


Dr. Frank 
cut 
the 
university 


budget, eliminate "deadwood" from 
the university payroll. Dr. Frank 
promised to do so, 
r.prer 
got 


around to doing it. He did cut the 
budget, but only by cutting salar- 
ies all around. This worked an es- 
pecial hardship on underpaid in- 
structors and assistants who rais- 
ed a howl which had an unpleas- 
ant echo in the ears of Wiscon- 
sin's chief executive, always atun- 
ed to the complaints of the 
'un- 


derprivileged." 


By 1932 Frank and La Follette 


were no longer friends, a condi- 
tion intensified by La Follette's 
defeat for re-election, and 
Dr. 


Frank's friendly overtures to La 
Follette's 
successor, 
Albert 
G. 


Schmedemann. 


In the period between 1932 and 


1934. 
Glenn Frank began to be 


mentioned as a possible candidate 
for the presidency on the Repub- 
lican ticket.

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SWORD OVER EUROPE 


ALTHOUGH it is impossible to foresee 


their exact nature, developments of 


far-reaching effects are now in progress 
in Europe and the world will be fortunate 
indeed if they do not involve war. The sit- 
uation as it exists is complex and unpredict- 
able, but there is none among the informed 
who will pretend that war is not among 
the possibilities. 


It is seldom, of course, that Europe's af- 


fairs are not in a state of crisis and so, un- 
der these circumstances, it is trite to say 
that the present situation is critical. There 
is also something commonplace about the 
circumstance that the crisis evolves around 
Hitler's Germany, which, after going far, 
has now run into a dead end. 


It is imperative now that Germany im- 


prove her economic conditions, a purpose 
•which cannot be accomplished without out- 
side help. There is no reason why this help 
should be given for motives of sympathy 
or friendship. Every move made by Hitler 
since his ascendancy to power has been 
of a character to antagonize the rest of 
Europe and arouse its fears. 


Self-interest, however, may 
influence 


neighbors toward a policy of conciliation 
with respect to Germany. War threatens 
because the German people require a phy- 
sical 
nourishment 
which 
cannot 
be 


obtained from within but which must come 
•from some source, even if war is to be the 
means to that end. To preserve the peace 
of Europe and as a measure of self-preser- 
vation, Germany's neighbors may grant to 
the Reich the means of sustenance. 


What Germany asks is colonies and par- 


.ticularly colonies whose earth holds min- 
erals and can be made to produce grain. 
Chancellor Hitler intimates rather broadly 
that the colonies lost under the terms of 
Versailles would be acceptable as payment 
for good behavior. It is unlikely that any 
such concessions will be granted in full. 
Nevertheless, the unwillingness of 
the 


dominant powers of Europe to risk war has 
been demonstrated by the complacency 
with which they permitted Italy to commit 
the larceny of Ethiopia. 


In this precedent there is basis for the 


belief that Hitler will be given something 
to satisfy the imperialistic urge. France, 
which has so much to lose by another war, 
has indicated a willingness to make some 
sacrifice of South African colonies taken 
from Germany at the close of the war if 
their return will serve as an adequate guar- 
antee of the continuance of peace. 


Those who know the ambitions of Hitler 


are fearful of the permanence of any peace 
at such a price. Not far in the back of Hit- 
ler's mind there is a determination to wage 
war. 
Until the opportune moment comes 


he will be content to build up the strength 
of Germany through the bold strokes that 
have distinguished his regime from 
the 


very beginning.

able amount in real estate taxes."

SIOUX FALLS, S. D., Jan. 2 


(UP) — Police 
of 
five 
states 


searched today for three men who 
bound a man and a woman beside 
five tons of high explosive and left 
them to die in a blast that shook 
the countryside for 50 miles. 


The man, Harold (Ed) Baker, 


Sioux City, la., was believed dead. 
Police said they found a fragment 
of his body. 
The woman, Helen 


Seiler, 25, Sioux City, dragged her- 
self away just before the blast, and 
survived. 


The explosion shattered several 


thousand dollars worth of store 
and residence windows in Sioux 
Falls, rattled dishes in farm homes 
for 25 miles around, hushed New 
Year's Eve revelry. 


An hour later, police traced it 


to a lonely shack four miles from 
the city, where the Larson Hard- 
ware company had stored 3,300 
pounds of dynamite and 
7.500 


pounds of black powder for WPA 
work. Where the shack had stood 
was a hole 50 feet across and 20 
feet deep. 
Splinters were scat- 


tered for a thousand yards. 


Ed Laccy, a farmer, found Miss 


Seiler crawling beside a highway 
a half mile from the scene. In Aloe 
hospital, she told this story: 


In Sioux City, she. Baker and 


three men robbed the Ehlerman 
jewelry store of $36.000 in g-ems 
and $1,000 in cash Dec. 22. 
She 


wanted to surrender 
to 
police. 


Three of the gangsters, whose 
names Police Chief Harry Morstad 
did not disclose, feared she and 
Baker would talk.
